“to Japan by many other coun- 

ies,” 


Litvinov declared that Japan was 
well aware foreign volunteers, of 
various countries were serving in 
the Chinese Army, but that so far 
as known Tokio had failed to. pro- 
test to any of the nations from 
which the volunteers came. 

Referring to Germany and Italy, 
with which Japan is linked in an 
anti-Communist pact, Litvinov said: 

“Service in the Chinese Army or 
large groups of military combat- 
ants from various countries not 
only was not regarded by the Jap- 
anese Government as a hostile act, 
but did not even hinder them from 
entering into contractual relations 
with those governments. 

Cites Ar Acta. 

“It is not understandable there- 
fore on what basis the Japanese 
Government finds it possible to ap- 
peal with such claims to the Soviet 
Government, toward which Japan 
not only does not show friendly re- 
lations but permits herself such 
arbitrary acts as the detention of a 
mail plane and steamers with their 
passengers, and failure to pay her 
financial obligations.” 

He also reminded Shigemitsu the 
Japanese have disclaimed they are 
at war with China and refer to the 
fighting there as “an incident, more 
or less accidental.” 

Litvinov disclaimed knowledge of 
a Soviet aviator whom the Japan-

NOTORIOUS PICKPOCKET, DIES | 


He Succumbs Penniless at Albany; 


By Press. 

NEW YORK, April 5.—William 
Fein, 50 years old, a shabby? little 
man, died of heart disease at Al- 
bany (N. Y.) police headquarters 
last Friday after he had been 
picked up as a “vagrant” in a de- 
partment store. 

But yesterday New York ‘police 
identified him from ; fingerprints 
sent down by Albany’ authorities, 
and recalled his long career of 
crime. 

“Police from coast to coast knew 
‘the Dip,“ said Capt. Billy Raftis, 
former head of the pickpocket 
squad in New York. “It might not 
seem that Billy Fein was very suc 
cessful, with his record of 51 ar- 
résts and 29 convictions dating 
back to 1907, but his income ran 
from $10 to as high as $3000 a day. 

“In 1928, ‘the Dip’ told us he was 
going straight. He had won $150,- 
000 in a dice game in Yorkville 
and he was driving around in a 
big limousine with an artist's 
model and had his suits tailored 
on Fifth avenue.” 

But his fortunes lasted little more 
than a year. After a trip to Eu- 
rope, his bankroll evaporated in 
dice games and a crashing stock 
market. Police arrested him again 
in 1930, broke, when he returned to 
his old trade of lifting wallets.

Firm to Pay Ottawa, I., 
Woman $277 a Year.

to compensation for poisoning al- 
leged to have been contracted when 


she was employed by the Radium 
Dial Co. in Ottawa. | 


tor George B. Marvel, stated that 
Mrs. Donohue was entitled to a 
cash settlement of $4755, compris- 
ing $2500 for past medical services 
which he said were not paid by the 
company under the State Occupa- 
tional Disease Act, and $2255 which 
had accrued in back salary at the 
rate of $11 a week from April 25, 
1934, to last March 30. . 

In addition, the decision said, she 
should receive $11 a week from 
last April 1 to June 1, 1940—a total 
of $1325. From the latter date, 
the company was ordered to pay 
her an annual pension of $277.60 for 
the remainder of her life. 

Mrs. Donohue’s claim against the 
company, which moved last year to 
New York, was considered a test 
case to cover the charges of 14 
other women workers suffering 
from a form of “radium poisoning.” 
Testimony was presented at Mrs.

D. C. Everest of Rothchild, Wizs., 
president of the American Paper 
and Pulp Association, told the Com- 
‘mittee for Reciprocity Information 
that importation of even the frac- 
tion of 1 per cent could lower the 
price level of the entire paper 
manufacturing industry. He said 
that during the last 25 years Amer- 
ican manufacturers had watched 
the production of newsprint shift 
from this country to Canada and 
considered. that this constituted 
their contribution to the reciprocal 
trade program. 

Rise of Canadian Preduction. 

Everest said that production of 
newsprint in Canada had increased 
from 350,000 tons annually to 3,500, 


1000 annually, while production in 


this country had steadily declined. 

“In my opinion,” he said, “it is 
virtually impossible to recapture 
newsprint production for the United 

tates.” 

Everest declared American paper 
manufacturers opposed concessions 
to Canada not so much because 
they might benefit the Dominion 
but because they feared the conces- 
sions would be extended to other 
countries producing higher grades of 
paper. American mills, he said, de- 
prived of newsprint business, have 
shifted to the production of higher 
grades. Since 1920 the major devel 
opment in the paper industry has 
been in food packing; he said. 

Dairies Oppose Tariff Cut. 

Hull told the committee for reci- 


| procity information that Vonces- 


sions granted on dairy products in 
the Canadian agreement negotiated 
in 1935 had injured the dairy in- 
dustry in the Northwest, 


“You are driving our dairy farm 


ers into tenancy by putting them 
in unfair competition with these 
foreign products,” he said. 

He declared the dairy industry 
in Wisconsin was on the decline, 
the number of dairy farms having 
decreased from 180,000 to 169,000. 
The number of cows, he said, had 
decreased 400,000 in the last few 
years, 

“Feudalism” in Wisconsin. 

Referring to President Roose- 
velt’s recent speech at Gainesville, 
Ga., in which the President re- 
ferred to “feudal” conditions in the 
South, Hull said: 

“I wish the President might come 
up to Wisconsin: He would find 
there 60,000 dairy farmers whose 
average gross annual income last 
year was less than 31 a day.” 

Hull said Federal Land Bank 
loan delinquencies in Wisconsin 
were the highest in the country. 

The Congressman said conces- 
sions granted to Canada on dairy 
products eventually would be ex- 
tended to other foreign countries 
regarded as more serious competi- 
tors by the Wisconsin industry. He 
described New Zealand as the great- 
est competitor on butter, and also 
mentioned Australia and Argen- 
tina as potention exporters of dairy 
products to this country. 

Hull also protested against low- 
ering of duties on fur foxes. He 
said such action would “put the fur 
industry where you put our cheese 
industry under the previous Cana- 
dian treaty.” 

He said the price of dairy prod- 
ucts was fixed in the world mar- 
ket, and “the only thing that pre- 
vents the wiping out of the dairy 
industry in the northwest is the 
tariff.

Have Themselves to Blame.“

CHICAGO, April 5. — William 

Green, president of the American 

Federation af Labor, said yesterday 


that Government ownership of rail- 
roads was the only solution to the 
“serious transportation problem.” 

Green, addressing about 400 rep- 
resentatives from A. F. of L. crafts 
of the Railway Employes Depart- 
ment, placed the blame for the fi- 
nancial situation of the railroads 
on the carriers. He pledged full 
support of the A. F, of L. to any 
economic or legislative program to 
remedy the present situation. 

“The only way to save the rail- 
roads, protect the workers and 
maintain a high standard of effi- 
ciency is through Government own- 
ership,” Green told the railway em- 
ployes. “The workers are not re- 
sponsible for the extremely bad sit- 
uation, but are suffering because 
of it. 

“The owners of the railroads 
have only themselves to blame for 
the present condition. The debt 
of railroads has mounted since they 
were built. No efforts were made 
to pay the debts. It now seems 
impossible the existing situation 
can be corrected by private solu- 
tion.” 

Green commended the railroad

workers for their refusal to accept 
wage reductions, asserting by such

NEW YORK REVISING 
{TS CONSTHUTION 


Republicans Control Eighth 
State Session of Kind, First 
Since 1915. 


By the Associated Press. 

ALBANY, N. T., April 5.—New 
York’s eighth constitutionial con- 
vention opened today and then re- 
cessed until Monday, April 18, after 
the appointment of several com- 
mittees. 

During the recess, approximately 
35 committees will begin the work 
of drafting proposals to be submit- 
ted during a summer-long meeting. 

The opening session was devoted 
principally to organization and an 
address by Chief Judge Frederick 
E. Crane of the Court of Appeals, 
president, in which he urged the 
168 delegates to “prove to the world 
that our form of government can 
meet the problems of the day and 
the necessities of the times.” 

Republicans controlled the conven- 
tion-—first of its kind since 1915— 
92 to 76. Democratic delegates in- 
cluded such anti-New Dealers as 
the four-time Governor, Alfred E. 
Smith. 

Proposed constitutional changes 
relate to social welfare, the rights 
of labor, housing and judiciary re- 
form, home rule for cities, substitu- 
tion of a unicameral! legislature for 
the present two-House body and ap- 
plication of the proportional rep- 
resentation plan in the election 
of legislators. 

The rewritten Constitution will 
be submitted to the electorate in 
November. The 1915 draft was re- 
jected at the polls and the State 
operates under the 1894 Constitu- 
tion. 

Democratic delegates paid tribute 
to Smith, a delegate also to the 
1915 convention, by nominating him 
as honorary president.

The High Cost of Shipbuilding 


Exorbitant bids by private shipyards threaten to halt rebuilding of merchant marine, 
needed for trade and defense, says capital weekly; ships could be constructed 
abroad for half of prospective figure for America; indorses subsidies to offset 
higher materials and labor costs here, but not to pay bloated overhead and profits.

HE high cost of new ship construction 
threatens to check the rebuilding of the 
American merchant marine, 

Congress has directed that rebuilding. 
Millions of dollars are appropriated for sub- 
sidies to encourage building. Needs for na- 
tional defense and for commerce are de- 
scribed as urgent. Yet bids for the con- 
struction of merchant ships are so far above 
Maritime Commission estimates that few 
bids are being accepted. 

Building at the costs set by American 
shipyards would force the establishment of 
ovean freight rates at what, officials. say, 
would be prohibitive levels, even with Gov- 
ernment subsidies subtracted. 

The situation is different in foreign na- 
tions. An average merchant ship that can 
be built. for $1,200,000 in some of the prin- 
cipal foreign shipbuilding centers costs 32, 
000,000 to build under normal conditions 
here. Recent bids have even run over that 
differential. The result is that President 
Roosevelt has suggested that construction 
might be shifted to foreign shipbuilders if 
Congress would approve. 


Joseph Kennedy, Ambassador to Great 
Britain and former chairman ,of the Mari- 


time Commission, said in London that Pres- 


ident Roosevelt believes it is “sensible” to 
construct United States ships abroad when 
the cost of building them at home is twice 
as much, although he also pointed out that 
such procedure may not be politically ex- 
pedient.” 
This problem of high shipbuilding costs is 
catching the United States at an inoppor- 
tune time so far as Government plans go. 
The navy is in the middle of the largest 
peace-time building program in its history. 
That program is to be stepped up sharply 
in the months ahead. The country is mak- 
ing up for lost time in building that was 
delayed during the 1920s and early 1930s. 
This armament activity promises to fill 
many private shipyards as well as Govern- 
ment shipyards. But the same delay that 
occurred in naval construction occurred in 
merchant marine construction as well. A 
few figures show’ the extent of the present

Out of a seagoing fleet of 1422 vessels ag- 
gregating 8,500,000 tons, this country’s mer- 
chant marine includes 1305 vessels of 7,- 
500,000 tons that will be 20 years old or 
more by 1942, This means that a merchant 
fleet, largely built in a few years during 


and after the World War, is growing obso- 


lete gy 8 To replace the ships that are 
passing their stage of usefulness would re- 
quire construction of 261 new ships each 
year at a cost of two and one-half billion 
dollars. 

But no such ambitious program is con- 
templated by this Government through its 
program of ship subsidies. Rather, out of 
the entire American merchant marine, only 
158 vessels are in the subsidized fleet. Of 
these, 134 will become 20 years old within 
the next five years,

The Government asked for bids on 12 
cargo ships, estimating that they should 
cost $23,000,000. One bid for four ships came 
within that estimate. Most other bids were 
at prices which the Maritime Commission 
considered so high that it would be impos- 
sible for them to operate in commerce at a 
profit, even at the most liberal Government 
subsidy. 

This problem grows from the fact that an 
analysis by the Maritime Commission of 
bids submitted for construction of merchant 
ships showed that labor and material costs 
were about in line with its estimates and 
with one another. Overhead and profits 
accounted for the extreme spread between 
what the Government expected shipbuild- 


ers to bid and what they did bid. 


Subsidies are geared to make up the dif- 
ferences between labor and material costs 
in this country and abroad. They are not 
geared to augment profits. ' 

President Roosevelt was led by this con- 
dition to suggest that it might be wise to 
give some orders to European builders. He 
observed, however, that it might be diffi- 
cult to convince Congress to approve such 
a procedure.

. Consideration also has been given to build- 
ing ships in the Government’s own yards, 
But these yards either are busy or soon 
will be busy with naval construction. The 
navy, is having its own difficulty financing 
construction of ships in private yards. An 
estimate was made in the Senate that bat- 
tleships now scheduled to cost a billion 
and one-quarter dollars might actually cost 
three billions on the basis of bids for build- 
ing merchant ships. 

There still remains the question of why 
the United States should need to build a 
big merchant marine in a world that ap- 
pears to possess more than enough ships 
to carry its trade, 

Two principal answers are made to this 
question by the Maritime Commission. The 
first is based upon the fact that the United 
States is the world’s largest exporter of 


goods. In the event of war abroad, the. 
available world’s shipping could readily be 


commandeered for war.

Toronto Tests on Dogs Indi- 
cate Nervous Strain Induces 
Heart Condition.

It comes from too 
much acetyl choline, a chemical 
which the nerves produce to make 
muscles move when the “motor 
center” of the brain transmits an 
impulse for movement. 

Dogs at the Department of Med- 
ical Research, University of To- 
ronto, were given coronary throm- 
bosis by injecting into their blood 
daily small quantities of acetyl 
choline. The experiments were per- 


M. D., and witnessed by the group 
of physicians who gave insulin to 
the world. 

Dogs use acetyl choline the same 
as human beings, and an excess 
made them nervous. They appar- 
ently were under the same sort of 
strain as executives, leaders and 
professional men who drive them- 
selves to the point of exhaustion. 

In the dogs, after a few weeks, 
this kind of nervousness. caused 


*| blockage of some of the small ar- 


teries which supply blood for the 
muscles of the heart. This block- 
age is the well known cause in men 
of death from coronary thrombosis, 
The dogs with indu coronary 
thrombosis acted and exactly 
as other dogs which had real coro- 
nary disease. 

So it was concluded that this 
type of human heart condition 
comes from too much nervous 
strain. 

The acetyl choline experiments 
turned up one surprise result—ul- 
cers of the stomach. These ap- 
peared in two young dogs which 
‘were taking injections of the chem- 
ical, This went far to strengthen 
the general belief that stomach ul- 
cers come to a large extent from 
nervous strain. 

The fact-that dogs, which have 
fairly placid nervous systems could 
quickly catch two of man’s obscure 
nerve troubles from a little extra 
acetyl choline, was considered of

Dr. Parran Speaks. 

Dr, Thomas Parran, surgeon gen- | 
eral of the United States, would 
add “opportunity for health” to 
such basic American principles as 
“freedom of speech.” This slogan 
he proposed in a talk on trends in 
public health. 

“We have now reached a stage,” 
he said, “when all people, rich and 
poor, are beginning to demand at 
least a minimum of health protec- 
tion as a right. 

“Opportunity for health is be- 
ginning to rank with other basic 
equalities of American life—free- 
dom of speech, of faith, of assem- 
bly, of franchise.” 

He traced the community expen- 
ditures now made for relief un- 
employment, pensions and _ insti- 
tutional care and said: “It would 
be cheaper for us as a nation to. 
spend more for prevention and cure 
of disease than to continue to bear 
its money cost.” 

Health insurance, he said, is not 
a cure-all. Its cost falls most heav- 
ily on the small wage earner who 
is least able to pay. He said that 
part of the remedy is “Federal 
leadership and financial assist- 
ance” for State health organiza- 
tions. 

‘He predicted that organization of 
medical facilities in co-operation 
with Goverment health agencies, 
all under leadership of medical 
men would “go far toward elim- 
inating the quacks.”

IRLS ought to understand that 
an escort who drinks intoxi- 
cants is not a safe driver, and 
refuse to enter the car if the driver 
has been drinking.
